Covers  the  principles  and  methods  of  harvesting  timber  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,     Emphasis  is  on  recent  advances  in  mechanized  logging, 
especially  in  improved  felling  and  bucking  with  power  saws,  new  loiding 
devices,  and  improved  skidding  methods.     Following  the  chapter  on  regional 
logging  methods  is  a  table  showing  the  location,  species,  principal  methods 
of  minor  transportation  (skidding)  and  major  transportation,  and  principal 
products  in  each  of  the  forest  regions. 

This  book  is  the  combination  and  revision  of  two  earlier  books  by  the 
author  who  is  professor  at  the  New  York  State  College  of  Forestry,

Factual . information  on  the  structure,  identification,  general  properties, 
uses  and  defects  of  the  commercial  woods  of  the  United  States,  Included 
are  the  recent  changes  resulting  from  expanding  research  and  many  refer- 
ences based  on  the  literature  of  wartime  research.     The  book  includes  the 
International  Code  of  Nomenclature,  recently  adopted  by  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service,  and  three  master  keys  for  word  identification,  the  third  one  of 
which  is  for  the  special  identification  of  coniferous  woods  only,  based 
on  both  gross  and  minute  features. 

Volume  1  is  a  complete  rewriting  and  revision  of  Identification  of  the 
Commercial  Timbers-  of  the.  United  States,  by  Profess  of  s  Brown  and  Panshin, 
and  is  to  be  followed  by  Volume  II,  covering  bhe  physical,  mechanical, 
and  chemical  properties  of  wood.    It  is  intended  that  the  two  volumes 
will  constitute  a  complete  treatment  of  the  subject  matter  of  wood 
technology.
